Is Embraced by German Uncle 


WITH THE SEVENTH ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Oct. 9 (AP).-—-Pvt. 
Louis Gatterer of St. Louis, a 
‘signal man with the Thirty-sixth 
Infantry Division, was laying wire 
lat the front when a soldier came 
‘up to him and said, “we have a 
‘bunch of prisoners here. You 
|speak German, don’t you?’ 

“I was born in Germany,” Gat- 
terer said, walking over to where 
several doughboys with tommy 
guns were guarding a group of 
German medical corpsmen. 

Gatterer began talking to them 
in German. A German captain 
stepped forward to do the talk- 
ing for his men, He looked fixedly 
at Gatterer, who demanded to 
know. what the German was star- 
ing at. 

Suddenly the German leaped 
past the muzzles of the tommy 
guns and threw his arms around 
Gatterer’s neck. 

“I’m your uncle, Louis, 
you remember me?” he said. 

Gatterer waved aside his bud- 
dies who were on the German 
with tommy guns pointed at his 
' breast. 

“T had a hard time explaining

terer said. “Though YI was born 
in Germany I never saw my uncle 
until I went back there for a visit 
eight years ago. I asked how my 
cousins were. He said they were 
fine.” 

The last Gatterer saw of his un- 
cle he and the rest of the prison- 
ers were being herded into the 
prisoners of war cage. 


Pvt. Gatterer, 22 years old, is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs, Wilhelm 
Gatterer, 
Born in Nurnberg, Germany, he 
came to this country with his 
parents when he was a year old. 

Mrs. Gatterer said the uncle re- 
ferred to in the dispatch probably 
was her brother, Hans Vogner of 
Nurnberg, who was an officer in 
the German army in the last war, 
as was Louis’ father. 

Louis Gatterer entered the army 
Dec. 1, 1942, and went overseas 
last Nov. 1. He was wounded in 
Italy and again in France. His

Forces to Back Security. 

5. In order that all members of 
the organization should contribute 
to the maintenance of interna- 
tional peace and security, they 
should undertake to make availa- 
ble to the Security Council, on its 
call and in accordance with a spe- 
cial agreement or agreements con- 
cluded among themselves, armed 
forces, facilities and assistance 
necessary for the purpose of main- 
taining international peace and se- 
curity. Such agreement or agree- 
ments should govern the numbers 
and types of forces and the na- 
ture of the facilities and assist- 
ance to be provided. The special 
agreement or agreements should 
be negotiated as soon as possible 
and should in each case be sub- 
ject to approval by the Security 
Council and to ratification by the 
signatory states in accordance 
with their constitutional processes.

7. The action required to carry 
out the decisions of the Security 
Council for the maintenance of in- 
ternational peace and_= security 
should be taken by all the mem- 
bers of the organization in co-op- 
eration or by some of them as the 
Security Council may determine.

Secion C: 

Regional Arrangements. 

1, Nothing in the charter should 
preclude this existence of regional 
arrangements or agencies for deal- 
ing with such matters relating to 
the maintenance of international 
peace and security as are appro- 
priate for regional action, provided 
such arrangements or agencies 
and their activities are consistent 
with the purposes and principles 
of the organization. The Security 
Council should encourage settle- 
ment of local disputes through 
such regional arrangements or by 
such regional agencies, either on 
the initiative of the states con- 
cerned or by reference from the 
Security Council. 

2. The Security Council should, 
where appropriate, utilize such 
arrangements or agencies for en- 
forcement action under its author- 
ity, but no enforcement action 
should be taken under regional 
arrangements or by regional agen- 
cies without the authorization of 
the Security Council. 

3. The Security Council should 
at all times be kept fully informed 
of activities undertaken or in con- 
templation under regional ar- 
rangements or by rogional agen- 
cies for the iuaintenance of inter- 
national peace and security. 
CHAPTER IX, ARRANGE- 
MENTS FOR INTERNATIONAL 

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
CO-OPERATION, 

Section A. 

Purpose and Relationships. 

1, With a view to the creation 
of conditions of stability and well- 
being which are necessary for 
peaceful and friendly relations 
among nations, the organization 
should facilitate solutions of inter- 
national economic, social and other 
humanitarian problems and pro- 
mote respect for human rights and 
fundamental freedoms. Responsi- 
bility for the discharge of this 
function should be vested in the 
General Assembly and, under the 
authority of the General Assem- 
bly, in an Economic and Social 
Council. 

2..The various specialized eco- 
nomic, social and other organi- 
zations and agencies would have 
responsibilities in their respective 
fields as defined in their statutes. 
Each such organization or agency 
should be brought into relation- 
ship with the organization on 
terms to be determined by agree- 
ment between the Economic and 
Social Council and the appropriate 
authorities of the specialized or- 
ganization or agency, subject to 
approval by the General. Assem- 
bly. 

Section B. 

Composition and Voting. 

The Economic and Social Coun- 
cil should consist of representa- 
tives of 18 members of the organ- 
ization, The states to be repre- 
sented for this purpose should be 
elected by the General Assembly 
for terms of three years. Each 
such state should have one rep- 
resentative, who should have one 
vote. Decisions of the Economic 
and Social Council should be 
taken by simple majority vote of 
those present and voting. 

Section C, 

Functions and Powers of the 
Economic. and Social Council. 

1.The Economic and _ Social 
Council should be empowered: 

A. To carry out, within the 
scope of its functions, recommen- 
dations of the General Assembly: 

B. To make recommendations, 
on its own initiative, with respect 
to international economic, social 
and other humanitarian matters; 

C. To receive and consider re- 
ports from the economic, social 
and other organizations or agcn- 
cles brought into relationship with 
the organization, and to co-ordin- 
ate their activities through con- 
sultations with, and recommenda- 
tions to, such organizations or 
agencies;

F. To assist the Security Council 
upon its request; and 

G. To perform such other func- 
tions with the general scope of its 
competence as may be assigned to 
it by the General Assembly.

Text of Statement. 

The text of Dewey's statement 
follows: 

“The work of the British, Rus- 
fian, Chinese and American ex- 
perts makes a fine beginning in 
a momentous task. ] am very 
happy over the result. All peace- 
Joving people must rejoice that 
we have found so large an area 
of agreement about world organi- 
zation for peace. The unahimous 
recommendations open the way to 
the next steps. 2 

“We must find agreement as to 
voting rights within the council, 
particularly in case one of the 
permanent members of the coun- 
itself involved in contro- 
versy. We must seek the views 
of other nations who will be 
members. Not only the great but 
the small nations must have a 
full share in shaping the peace 
structure if it is to work. The 
reactions of other nations should, 
therefore, be obtained as soon as 
possible. Then there must be 
drafted the definitive treaty estab- 
lishing the new organization and 
that in turn must be submitted to 
the member states for adoption. 

‘Important to Act Promptly’ 

“There is thus much still to be 
done and we should push forward 
steadily to do it. The structure 
we plan derives from the present 
war coalition of more than 30 
Tnited Nations. We must take 
advantage of that mood of com- 
mon purpose to assure continu- 
ing unity for peace. This makes 
it important to act promptly 
rather than to delay in the search 
for perfection. We must not be 
discouraged or become disunited 
if every detail is not immediately 
solved to perfection. The initial 
organization will. in any event 
need to be perfected as we go 
along

Comment by Dewey. 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, de- 
scribed Willkie as “one of the 

eat men of our time.” 

“His death -.will be mourned 
throughout the world,” Gov. 
Dewey said upon his return to 
New York from Charleston, W. 
Va., “A forceful and courageous 
man, he made a notable contri- 
bution to the political and phi- 
losophical discussions of these cri- 
tical times. His passing is a loss 
not only to the Republican party 
. « « but to all of us Americans 
of both parties who shared his 
faith in representative govern- 
ment and his earnest hopes for 
world peace.” 

Former President Herbert Hoo- 
ver, one of the first persons to 
comment, said Willkie’s death “de- 
prives the nation of a great and 
deeply patriotic citizen.” 

“His colorful personality, his 
indomitable energy and his ac- 
tive mind have stirred national 
consideration and understanding 
of the difficult problems of our 
time,” Hoover said. “His passing 
will be a great loss in finding 
their solution.” 

Willkie’s 1940 running mate, Sen. 
Charles L. McNary of Oregon, 
died last Feb. 25 in Florida. 

Alf M. Landon, 1936 Republican 
presidential nominee, said at To- 
peka, Kan., today Mr. Willkie was 
a “great American and a great 
patriot whose passing will be 
mourned throughout the country. 
Willkie, he said, was “a dynamic 
personality whose stand on pub- 
lic questions stimulated public 
thinking.” 


Message From Hull. 

Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
expressed his sense of personal 
shock and of a “definite loss to the 
nation” in a telegram to Mrs. 
Willkie. He characterized her 
husband as “a man of the finest 
character who stanchily and sin- 
cerely held his principles.” 

“Not only during the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1940,” the secre- 
tary’s telegram said, “but in the 
years since then his able and 
forthright presentation of his views 
on public questions was a great 
stimulus to the forming of pub- 
lic opinion.” 

Gov. John W. Bricker of Ohio, 
Republican vice-presidential nomi- 
nee en route to the Pacific Coast 
on a campaign trip, 
following statement aboard his 
train in Minnesota: 

“I am shocked at the death of 
Wendell L. Willkie. He was a 
close personal friend. I knew him 
15 years ago when he was trying 
eases before the public utilities 
commission of Ohio of which I 
was a member.

NE of the questions most fre- 
quently asked of public opinion 
surveyors during this cam- 
paign is: “But aren’t there more 
chances of missing this election 
than there were in the last two 
elections?” The answer is most 
emphatically yes. 

Both the Fortune Survey of Pub- 
lic Opinion and the Gallup Poll 
indicate that the odds favor the 
re-election of President Roosevelt. 
I would summarize the situation 
by saying that all signs point to a 
rather overwhelming Roosevelt 
victory if the war continues along 
at about its present pace, and that 
if the war in Europe should end 
very quickly it would make for a 
closer race but with whatever 
slight odds there were still on 
Roosevelt, 

Surveys taken this far in ad- 
vance of election are not intended 
to be final predictions of the out- 
come. They are intended to do the 
only thing they can do—reflect the 
state of public opinion at the time 
they are taken. Such early sur- 
veys, however, do make it possible 
to speculate on what later ones 
might show. Let us suppose the 
final surveys, taken just before 
election, show Roosevelt in the 
lead. What contingencies are 
there, peculiar to this year’s elec- 
tion, which could make them 
wrong?

I was literally shocked by tactics you 
employed in your editorial attack of Oct.

A few points about Gov. Dewey's clever speech 
on Saturday night at Charleston, W. Va.: 

POLL TAX. Not once in 12 years, says Mr. 
Dewey, has the President lifted a finger to abol- 
ish it. In 1938, President Roosevelt called for 
repeal of the poll tax by indorsing an Arkansas 
The only attempts 
in Congress to outlaw poll taxes have been made 
in the Roosevelt administration. Only 48 hours 
before Mr. Dewey’s grotesquely erroneous re- 
mark, the President said: “The right to vote must 
be open to our citizens irrespective of race, color 
or creed—without tax or artificial restriction of 
any kind.” 

WAR PLANTS, “The Federal Government,” 
says Mr. Dewey, “now owns or operates one- 
fifth of the manufacturing plants of the coun- 
try.” This shows, according to the Governor, 
that the New Deal is developing its own form of 
corporate state. Well, a war is on. Most of the 
plants the Government owns or operates were 
built for war production; private industry neither 
could nor would cover the nation with factories 
designed solely for war. Whoever wins, Roose- 
velt or Dewey, most war plants will be abandoned 
or sold te private owners for peacetime produc- 
tion. Everybody knows that. 

WAR PRODUCTION. Yes in girding our 
industries for war, the Roosevelt administra- 
First, there was the OEM. It 
failed. Then OPM. It failed. Then the SPAB. 
It failed. Finally, there was the WPB, whose 
director recently got “a ticket to China” and 
then resigned. Mr. Dewey devoted a large part 
of his speech to these lamentable failures. Too 
bad an organization for war production could 
not spring full-bodied from the head of Jove. 
The answer is that out of all this fumbling came 
the most miraculous war production in all his- 
tory. If Mr. Dewey is in doubt, let him ask Hit- 
ler and the Mikado. 

COMMUNISM. Mr. Dewey says Earl Brow- 
der, the Communist, was “pardoned by Frank- 
lin Roosevelt in time to organize the campaign 
for the fourth term.” The first part of the state- 
ment is true. He was pardoned. The second part 
is a wisecrack, that form of expression so deep- 
ly regretted by Mr. Dewey and the Republicans 
when the President indulges in it. 

HENRY WALLACE. Again pulling a sen- 
tence out of context—a favorite prosecutor's 
trick—Mr. Dewey quotes Wallace as saying that 
the whole picture is “bureaucracy at its worst.” 
Mr. Dewey did not say what the “picture” was 
that Wallace was describing. Maybe he was 
shooting at Jesse Jones, the Texas note-shaver, 
the G. QO. P.’s favorite bureuacrat, about whom 
Gov. Dewey Kas not said one unkind word. 

DEMOCRATIC NATIONAL CONVENTION, 
This meeting was taken over, according to Mr. 
Dewey, by Earl Browder and Sidney Hillman. We 
wouldn’t know about Browder, but Hillman’s can- 
didate for Vice. President was Henry Wallace. 
Wallace was beaten. «Truman, who did win, did 
so with the support of the city bosses. Ed Kelly 
and Frank Hague aren’t Communists, are they? 

MADAME PERKINS. If Mr. Dewey wins, he 
is going to get rfd of Madame Perkins. That is 
fine. We have been hoping that would happen 
for a long time. But whom is Mr. Dewey going 
to choose for the post of Secretary of Labor? 
His most ardent labor supporter is John L. Lewis, 
who pulled off two of the worst wartime strikes. 
Between John L. Lewis and Madame Perkins, 
we will take Madame Perkins. 

INTERNATIONAL PEACE ORGANIZATION. 
Mr. Dewey says the President has never stated 
his program in detail, “unless somewhere in se- 
cret.” Mr. Roosevelt expressed his program in 
détail last June in a public statement. Mr. 
Dewey,.we are sometimes persuaded, does not 
read the newspapers. 

SOCIAL SECURITY. As at San Francisco 
on Sept. 22, Mr. Dewey expressed concern over 
the “20,000,000 Americans forgotten by this ad- 
ministration,” and promised to see that they got 
social security protection. Far from being for- 
gotten, these people have been the subject of 
numerous recommendations to Congress by the 
President and administration agencies for sev- 
eral years back. The National Resources Plan- 
ning Board (later killed by Republican votes) 
urged the step March 3, 1942. So did the Presi- 
dent in messages of Jan. 7, 1942, and Jan. 11, 
1944. The Social Security Board and the Wag- 
ner-Murray-Dingell bill also call for this. 

ERRATUM. Mr. Roosevelt stated inaccurately 
last Thursday that a certain Republican speech 
had been sent out free to more than 3,000,000 
persons. He corrected this statement Saturday. 
It seems the paper and printing were paid for 
by someone, but the mailing was free under the 
franking privilege of 13 Republican members of 
Congress. As it happens, the cost of mailing far 
exceeded the cost of printing. Mr. Dewey Sat- 
urday night referred sarcastically to the Presi- 
dent’s partial error. Everybody makes mistakes, 
such as Mr. Dewey’s mistake about the admin- 
istration’s plans for demobilization. When he 
gets ready to correct that, we'll cheer.

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Blame the ICC, Too 


The Walbridge (Ky.) wreck on the Chesapeake 
& Ohio on Aug. 30, reports the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, “was caused by the failure 
of the railroad to provide adequate safeguards 
for the movement of trains’’—whereupon the 
commission “recommends” that adequate block 
systems be installed. It would be equally fair 
for the 75 persons injured in that wreck—since 
the dead can register no complaint—to issue a 
report saying it was caused by the failure of the 
ICC to do its duty long ago by demanding 
that the railroad provide adequate safeguards. 

If the commission would give more attention 
to modernizing railroading and less to lavishing 
tenderness on the railroads, if the commission 
would once really get hold on the idea that its 
obligation to the public transcends all others, 
most of the wrecks would not be happening. 

Is the law inadequate? Then the commission 
may go to Congress and ask for adequate law. 
Is Congress reluctant? Then the commission 
could, if it would, wield a perhaps even stronger 
power of public opinion by demanding that the 


carriers do as a matter of decency what they 
cannot be forced to do by law. The way is open 
if the will is strong. 
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A Great Republican 

Wendell Willkie’s death is a tragedy for the 
Republican party. Though he never reached 
high public office, it is possible he will rank in 
the party’s annals as the spiritual legatee of 
Abraham Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt, the 
two greatest liberal leaders the party produced 
in 80 years. 

It will be a fascinating study for historians to 
analyze the reasons the Republican party refused 
to accept Willkie as its nominee in 1944. There 
is, of course, a tradition that a candidate who 
loses, as Willkie did, should be rejected next 
time on behalf of someone else. And it is true 
that Willkie, a political accident unwillingly ac- 
cepted by the party bosses in 1940, conducted 
himself ineptly as a candidate. 

But when in American history did a man al- 
ready mature show himself so capable of self- 
education and growth as Willkie did? Between 
1940 and. 1944, the man added cubits to his 
stature. In his attitude toward certain domestic 
questions, as disclosed by his trenchant comments 
on the Republican platform of 1944, he showed 
himself a modern counterpart of that Theodore 
Roosevelt who, in 1912, led the progressive ele- 
ments of his party into the Bull Moose move- 
ment. 

In international affairs, Willkie made himself 
easily the intellectual leader of his party. His 
book, “One World,” showed nothing short of a 
brilliant grasp of the purposes and objectives of 
the war. It embodied a lofty conception of the 
brotherhood of man and breathed a fierce sense 
of justice on behalf of all mankind. In many 
respects, Willkie—though here it must be noted 
that he spoke without the awful responsibility of 
the presidency—was more advanced in his think- 
ing than President Roosevelt. 

Indeed, he handed his party a foreign policy 
issue (which the party rejected) which might 
have been used to damaging effect in the cam- 
paign, namely, that Messrs. Roosevelt and Hull 
have erred in dealing with discredited Fascists 
and puppet Kings in Europe (Darlan, Victor 
Emmanuel, Mjhailovic, King Peter and King 
George of Greece) instead of with the proved pa- 
triots like De Gaulle and Tito. 

We say his death is a tragedy for the Repub- 
lican party because, even though he was cast 
aside by the party leaders in 1944, they might 
have accepted him as a prophet and as a leader 
at some future time. He possessed the lofty 
principles and the aggressive independence out 
of which the Republican party—which is now 
often likened to the spiritually and intellectual- 
ly destitute Whigs of the middle nineteenth cen- 
tury—might have been reborn and revitalized.

No Whitewash of Pearl Harbor 


If the New York Herald Tribune’s information 
is correct, and the Army and Navy boards of 
inquiry into the Pearl Harbor disaster are only 
to report that Adm. Kimmel and Maj. Gen Short 
should not be brought to court-martial, the con- 
clusions of these boards are going to be far from 
acceptable to the American public. 

Pearl Harbor was a terrible, shameful mili- 
tary defeat which our country suffered because 
of gross negligence in our military and naval 
defense of that great naval base. It is quite 
possible that the responsibility for negligence 
cannot be pinned down to any one person in eaeh 
of the services. But negligence there was, and 
it should be fixed, and it should be punished. 

The investigating commission headed by Owen 
J. Roberts, Associate Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, found in its report of January, 
1942, that Kimmel and Short were guilty of 
dereliction of duty. It said that after Nov. 27, 
1941, though the situation in the Pacific was 
growing tenser all the time, they did not meet to 
discuss it. The report said Kimmel assumed the 
Army was fully operating the aircraft warning 
system, which it was not; and Short assumed the 
Navy was conducting distant reconnaissance, 
which it was not. 

The Army and Navy boards of inquiry are said 
to have completed their work, and they should 
be reporting any day now—the sooner, the bet- 
ter. In making their report, they should be well 
aware that Kimmel and Short are only the sym- 
bols to which the American public has been 
looking for a fair trial of responsibility for the 
Pearl Harbor debacle. What is on trial in the 
public mind, and what should come to trial by 
court-martial at the earliest possible moment, is 
the conduct of the defense of the Hawaiian base. 

Some Americans believe the failure of the de- 
fense is attributable to responsible officers of 
the Army and Navy. Others believe the De- 
partment of State and the President are to 
blame. 

All these views are evidences that the facts 
should be brought into the open. There is no 
department of Government capable of quashing a 
Pearl Harbor court-martial but is itself suspect, 
in some quarter, of culpability. If the Army 
and Navy boards affront public opinion with a 
report of whitewash and frustration, they can 
only expect an indignant response, and a demand 
for determined and proper action.

Caruso, in Rome, told an American cor- 
respondent at his trial that he had not 
wanted to turn 50 Italian hostages over to 
the Gestapo for butchery. 


He said he tried to save them. He 
argued plaintively that all he did in ap- 
pearing to serve the Germans was done 
actually for the purpose of tempering their 
ruthlessness and because of German force, 


An Air of Martyrdom 


In Finland, a martyred air also has been 
adopted. The Finns, too, argue that they 
helped the Germans because they had to, 
and now they are being punished by peace 
terms which are without any doubt stern. 


In both cases, there is the same appeal 
for forgiveness and leniency. In both there 
implied argument that they 
should be forgiven because the harm they 
did was the result not of bad will but of 
German force.

It is an old argument. 

Pierre Laval gave it to me in Vichy once, 
He told me he hated the Germans and op- 
posed their conquest as wholeheartedly as 
any person. He said he had set his course 
of collaboration because the Germans were 


strong and ruthless and submission was the 
sensible course of action. 


It is an argument, and there may be some 
sincerity on the part of those who voice it. 


Neither retribution nor retaliation is an 
adequate answer. 


Caruso took Italian lives as Laval took 
French lives and the Finns took American 
and British lives by letting the Germans 
sink our ships in the bitter cold of Arctic 
waters from bases in Finland. Perhaps they 
did think it was the way to serve their peo- 
ples, 


How Germany Would Profit 


Yet if we accept this point of view and 
grant the leniency of treatment which is 
our natural inclination, Germany will have 
won the chance it wants for another war 
and another bid for conquest. 


For when they march again, the Carusos 
and the Lavals and the Finnish Govern- 
ments of another generation will say to 
themselves: 


Let us take the course of expediency and 
submit to the Germans and help them now 
because it will temper the wind, because 
the Germans will hurt us if we don’t, and 
because if freedom does triumph in the end, 
its leaders will be lenient and forgive us 
once more, 


Thus to take the course of leniency and 
forgiveness leaves the Germans still in pos- 
session of their strongest weapon — the 
weapon of backmail through superior will- 
ingness to ruthless force. They won their 
first easy victories with it this time, 

They will win them with it again if those 
who helped them are to be forgiven, for 
the world will be left with the argument 
that it is cheaper and easier and safer to 
submit to tyranny than to fight for free- 
dom, 


Joys of the Crosscut Saw 


From the New York Times. 


Give a man a pile of logs, a sawbuck the 
right height, a sharp crosscut saw and a 
partner with a sense of rhythm in a strong 
right arm, and he can enjoy himself and 
cut a lot of fireplace wood, He can’t keep 
it up all day, maybe, but he can keep at it 
quite a while if he has periodic pauses to 
puff his pipe and survey the results of his 
labor. : 

There's something in the rhythm of a 
two-man saw that satisfies the soul on a 
cool day in early autumn, But that rhythm 
must be precisely right. Too fast, and there 
is no time for breathing. Too slow, and the 
saw hesitates, hangs its teeth, gets no- 
where. 

And there is a proper touch to each 
stroke. You pull, and you press down just 
enough to get a bite, and you relax and 
ride back with your partner’s pull. Or, if 


the saw is freshly sharpened and the wood 
not too green, you press down not at all, 
but let the saw carry its own weight 
through the logg 

Two-man sawing can be a test of friend- 
ship as well as co-operation. The slightest 
twist on one handle at the proper time can 
freeze your partner’s stroke; or you can 
wear him out simply by weighing your 
hand on the backstroke, thus forcing him 
to do the heavy cutting while you ride free. 
Youngsters learn in no time how tricky the 
business can be, 

But there’s a remedy for that. Put two 
such pranksome youngsters on the saw as 
partners while you sit back and smoke. 
When they have pranked themselves into 
a co-operative mood, take one end of the 
saw yourself. Then the sawdust really flies 
again, 


The Story of Louis Waldman 


Arthur Garfield Hays in the 
Review of Literature. 
“Labor Lawyer,”’ by Louis Waldman. (E. P. Dutton 

& Co,, New York.) 

Louis Waldman has told the story of his 
colorful life in an interesting fashion It 
is heartening to note the progress of a man 
born in a little town in Russia, coming over 
here in the steerage at 17, living in the BSit- 
terest poverty in the tenement district of 
Allen street, working in the garment trades, 
educating himself at Cooper Union, be- 
coming an engineer, then studying law. 

In a short time after his arrival in this 
country, Waldman was a member of the 
New York State Assembly, later a three- 
time Socialist candidate for Governor. As 
an Assemblyman, Waldman was publicized 
all over the country. He was one of the So- 
cialists expelled from the Legislature dur- 
ing the hysterical wave that engulfed this 
country after the last war. 

Louis Waldman found the United States 
a land of opportunity, but no Utopia. Be- 
fore long, he was trying to make us over. 
He mounted the soap-box barricades and 
proclaimed to the “politically illiterate” the 
philosophy of Karl Marx and the certainty 
of the class struggle. 

+ I . 


At one point Waldman says, “Recollec- 
tion is one of the most unreliable of all 
human mental functions,” and it seems 
to me that his own life proves it. Te 
day he ig fearful of Communists, just as 
years ago Americans were fearful of So- 
cialists. Just as the Socialists for vears 
amounted to only a handful, so the Com- 
munists today are a small group. The Com- 
munists today make considerable noise, just 
as the Socialists did 25 years ago. 

Strangely enough, Waldman seems to lack 
a sense of proportion about so-called. radi- 
cal movements in the United States. He 
apparently is inclined to take his private 
emotions for a public movement. 

Many years passed before Waldman real- 
ized that his way to salvation was not the 
Amertfcan way, and he ought to lose his 
fear of Communists in the realization that 
their way to salvation is not the American 
way. After 25 years of effort and noise, 
the Communists cannot get enough votes to 
hold a place on the ballot. To attribute to 
the Communists all the hell-raising 
United States is an insult to the American 
workingman, 
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The real vice of the Albany proceedings 
was that men who had been elected by 
the people should have been expelled from 
the Assembly. After all, if the people want- 
ed Socialists as representatives, they were 
entitled to them. The same would apply to 
the election of Communists. Yet Waldman 
has not been notably active in opposing 
laws which would keep the Communist par- 
ty off the ballot. 

It seems to me that Mr. Waldman makes 
another mistake. He credits to the Social- 
ists of his day a disproportionate influence 
in bringing about the social changes that 
we have experienced in the last 20 years. 

It is true that Socialists have, since the 
days of Marx, preached humanitarian doc- 
trine. But the same is true of millions of 
others, When social progress has occurred 
in the natural course of democratic process- 
es, Waldman credits this to the Socialists. 

Waldman approves our experiment in de- 
mocracy, stating “one of the reasons surely 
is that at no time have we as a nation 
allowed ourselves to move too rapidly either 
to the Right or to the Left.” One is re- 
minded of the old statement that, if one 
is not a radical before he is 25, he has no 
heart, but if he is a radical after 25, he 
has no brains.

AT Tht AUDITORIUM 


Rises to Heights of Power 
in Some Scenes, Despite 
Handicaps, 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
The Black Hills Passion Play 


was given its first St. Louis 
presentation yesterday afternoon 
in the Convention Hall of the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. Since it is a 
drama in which both pageantry 
and dialogue must be employed in 
order to express the unfolding nar- 
rative, it imposes special obliga- 
tions and special hazards on the 
performers. 

Indeed, it is probably the most 
difficult of all dramas to enact, 
because it must satisfy the ordi- 
nary demands of the _ theater, 
while, at the same time, it finds 
an appropriate expression for a 
theme that 1s closely interwoven 
with the deepest feelings of any 
normal audience, 

This being so, the ideal setting 
for its performance is a natural 
one of hill and woods, and the 
ideal oceasion, that of a sacred 
festival, when the audience can be 
assembled with nothing else in 
mind. Even so, yesterday's presen- 
tation was carried out in a spirit 
of natural dignity and rose to 
heights of great power in a num- 
ber of its scenes. 

Well-Written Dialogue. 

The dialogue written especially 
for this production made use of 
the literal Biblical text wherever 
possible, but for the purposes of 


development necessarily had to 
use much more than that. Such 
invention was always .n the spirit 
of the characters and served as 
a justified commentary on the 
historical and psychological at- 
mosphere which surrounded the 
trial and execution of the Christ. 
The dialogue was also well con- 
trived as an instrument for car- 
rying the story forward on a con- 
tinuous line. 

Josef Meier who for a number 
of years has enacted the role of 
the Christ in the original Black 
Hills setting had that responsible 
and well-nigh impossible task yes- 
terday. It may be said without 
hesitation that Mr. Meier is an 
actor of sensibility, with a clear 
understanding of the fact that an 
exaggerated gesture is worse than 
none at all. He bore himself 
therefore with a touching sim- 
plicity. He practiced a similar 
economy of means in the use of 
his voice. In short, he avoided all 
those excesses which might have 
destroyed in a moment the illu- 
sion he was attempting to create. 
Whether he could have intensi- 
fied the characterization within 
these imposed limitations is a 
question not easily answered. 

In general, the supporting cast 
displayed a high level of under- 
standing. George Dayton who took 
the part of Caiphas was a little 
too obvious a schemer on a human 
level. It should be remembered 
that the Sanhedrin were guilty of 
a colossal error and not of ordi- 
nary malice. 

A Convincing Herod. 

One of the best-conceived parts 
was that of King Herod, acted by 
Oscar Schieferdecker. In one short 
scene he offered a complete and 
effective portrait of an oriental 
monarch who was both sensuous 
and shrewd. The mass scenes, in 
which the vascillating emotions 
of the people were depicted, along 
with the supposedly colorful na- 
tive life and the awesome pomp 
of the Roman legionnaires suf- 
fered necessarily from the use of 
local supers. Six soldiers are not 
quite enough to personify the 
might of Caesar, even in a remote 
outpost. 

The accompanying music was 
supplied by a local chorus and 
orchestra under the direction of 
Charles Galloway. The musical 
score was a melange—not always 
well selected—of Wagner, Bach, 
Chopin, Schubert and others. 

The Passion Play will be pre- 
sented every afternoon and eve- 
ning during the coming week, 
through next Sunday, with. the 
exception of Friday and Saturday 
when the matinee performance 
will be omitted. The St. Louis 
production is being sponsored by 
the Optimist Club.

If the war should end after the

\called upon to publish our final 
results, it is still by no means 
certain that the same public mood 
will prevail on Election day.

CHINESE PREPARE 
FOR STALINGRAD 
STAND AT RWEILIN 


Check Japanese Drive 
25 Miles to North — 
Gains Claimed in Foo- 


chow Area. 


CHUNGKING, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
Chinese troops dug in today for a 
“Stalingrad” defense of strategic 
Kweilin, in Southeast China, after 
momentarily checking a Japanese 
drive to outflank the once-im- 
portant United States air base. 

While Chinese forces blunted the 


Hingan, 25 miles north of the 
prize base in Kwangsi Province, 
other Chinese units scored minor 
successes against the Japanese of- 
fensive in Fukien province, on the 
China coast. There defending 
Chinese recaptured a village 15 
miles southeast of Foochow, last 
Chinese-held port. (The Japanese 
claim to have captured the big 
port.) 

Despite withdrawals from several 
important airdromes ahead of the 
present drive, planes of the United 
States Fourteenth Air Force de- 
stroyed 163,000 tons of Japanese 
shipping and killed 4000 enemy 
troops during September, Lt. Gen. 
Joseph W, Stilwell’s headquarters 
said. 

(The Tokyo radio, in a broad- 
cast communique, reported Jap- 
anese planes made a surprise raid 
on American airfields near Cheng- 
tu, in Szechuan Province on Oct. 
7, and said 44 United States air- 
craft, including 23 B-29 Super- 
fortresses were destroyed. The 
report was not confirmed by any 
Allied source.) 


‘Junction of Burma, Ledo Roads 
Near, Says Stilwell. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
American, British and Chinese 
troops in the Salween River dis- 
trict of Southwestern China and 
Burma have reached a point where 
a junction of the new Ledo and 
old Burma roads can be foreseen, 
Gen, Josepn Stilweil said in a 
transcribed address broadcast last 
night over the Blue Network. 

The junction, he said, will result 
in a good supply route to China. 

While Allted troops in the Pa- 
cific are making good progress on 
their way to the heart of the Jap- 
anese empire, he continued, ‘“‘the 
only other possible way to get at 
Japan is through China: 

“Opening a port on the coast 
still is in the future. In the mean- 
time, the only way to hel» is to 
reopen the Burma Road and go 
in through the back door.”

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
Interior Secretary Harold L. Ickes 
says Gov, Thomas E, Dewey is 
supported by a “prize group of 
isolationists and rabble-rousers” 
who have “bitterly fought” the 
nation’s preparations for and par- 
ticipation in the war. 

He told an audience of film no- 
tables and others at the Ambassa- 
dor Hotel last night that the Re- 
publican presidential candidate is 
attempting to lead into the White 
House a Trojan horse containing 
“isolationist and semi-isolationist” 


supporters. 

Shortly before his speech, there 
was excitement among broadcast- 
ing personnel by a report that 
gunpowder hed been placed in the 
hotel telephone wiring box and 
that two men had been arrested. 
Police said after investigation that 
the report was groundless. 

Ickes, campaigning for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's re-election, assert- 
ed that Dewey, “without maturity 
or experience, whose convictions, 
if he has any, wobble from side 
to side, from day to day, is bound 
to be influenced by the people who 
are supporting him... . 

“These are the people who, in 
full panoply, will leap from the 
Trojan horse if Mr. Dewey is elect- 
ed President and will proceed to 
take over and foist upon the peo- 
ple of this country and of the 
world their own destructive and 
vicious ideas of isolationism and 
hatred.”

HERE is a great variation in 
T retisnes called chow chow. 

Some contain whole vegetables 
or whole sections of vegetables, 
and some coarsely chopped or 
Sliced. Some have the pickling 
solution thickened and richly sea- 
soned with mustard, while others 
have no thickening and no mus- 
tard. Those that contain small 
whole pickling onions, whole 
whole cauliflower and good-sized 
pieces of celery and red pepper 
are especially appealing, for we 
all like to identify the ingredients 
in food mixtures. An unthickened 
sauce does not hide the identity 
of the vegetables while a thick- 
ened one does somewhat. Prepare 
the kind your family will enjoy 
most. The usual objections to 
relishes are that they are either 
too sweet or too sour or the 
vinegar flavor is too sharp. Un- 
less foods are: quite watery, it is 
best to dilute the vinegar a little 
and add sugar gradually and taste 
as you add, to arrive at just the 
point of sweetness that is most 
pleasant. The following recipe is 
peppy, but not pungent, and the 
sweetness is sure to please the 
average palate. Relishes should 
be packed in sterile jars and 
sealed with sterilized lids and 
then stored in a cool, dark, dry 
place. Always serve relishes cold 
for the best flavor and appear- 
ance,

In the 
past few years I had seen com- 
paratively little of the former Gov- 
ernor, but for many years while 
he was Governor of New York, 
and particularly when he cam- 
paigned for the presidency in 
1928, I saw much of him. He did 
a great deal for his State, and 
the people of New York should be 
extremely grateful for the years 
he gave in their service. 

The romance which began when 
he was a young man never died, 
and after his wife's death I think 
he probably had very little desire 
to live. His children will feel sad- 
ly bereft, because I think he was 
always the center of his family, 
and they counted on his to share

I have always been grateful to 
him personally for allowing me 
the experience of working with 
Mrs. Belle Moskowitz, who was 
his close adviser during the years 
in which he was doing the most 
constructive work for the people 
in the State of New York. 

In Washington, on Friday, we 
held a committee meeting of the 
national achievement award, spon- 
sored by Chi Omega, to consider 
the candidates for the coming 
year’s award.

Many awards are granted to men 
for achievement in various fields, 
but there are comparatively few 
which single out women in differ- 
ent fields of work and call to our 
attention the fact that they have 
achieved eminence. This award has 
been given in the field of the arts, 
of science, of government work, 
and of business. 

I still remember Alexander Wooll- 
cott delivering an address when 
Katherine Cornell received the 
award. Miss Cornell trembled as 
she sat beside me, knowing that 
she would have to respond. At 
that time she confided to me that 
a speech wag far worse than act- 
ing a part in a play, because the 
part was a shield between you 
and the public across the foot- 
lights. I was reminded of this 
when Ethel Barrymore came to 
tea with me the other afternoon, 
and told me how she dreaded 
speaking at a meeting of the OPA 
staff on Friday afternoon, in 
which she and I took part.

ELL, the boys are coming 
W rome from the wars. And 

some of them come around 
and talk to me about their experi- 
ences — at least the medical of- 
ficers do. 

Some of them' used to be my 
medical students—sitting there on 
the benches with such innocent, 
baby faces and black cynicism in 
their hearts, just like all medical 
students from time immemorial. 
My, my! the things they've seen, 
the places they’ve been since then 
—African deserts, English villages, 
coral islands in an empty sea. 


They're very nice to come over 
and talk to the old man, though 
it’s kind of like the fellgaw who 
was drowned in the Johnstown 
flood, and when he got to heaven 
he began to tell his experiences to 
Noah. I was in the slogging war 
—none of your boy’s wars. My 
General was John J. Pershing, and 
no braver man ever stood up ina 
uniform of a soldier of the United 
States.

WELL, THEY HAVE been 
through plenty, these returning 
warriors, and deserve al] the very 
best we can give them. Some of 
them, especially flyers, are pretty 
well broken up emotionally and 
why wouldn’t they be? A keen, 
clear-eyed young medical officer 
was telling me the latest method 
they have of rehabilitating these 
mer. 


T suppose all of us stay-at-homes 
when we read the _ individual 
stories of what one or another of 
these men have gone through won- 
der how we ourselves would have 
acted if those horrors had hap- 
pened to us. I hope I would have 
acted all right, but as I examine 
myself I honestly don’t know. 
Some of the experiences are too 
inhuman to be conceived as in a 
state of civilization. No wonder 
that many, although they act with 
manly fortitude during the ordeal, 
have the memory haunt them un- 
til they are unfit for duty. 

The particular group of which 
my medical officer friend was 
speaking had gone through such 
experiences and were in the state 
that I suppose is what we called 
shell shock in the Jast war. They 
don’t want to talk and they don’t 
want to associate with anyone else. 
They become morose and asocial. 

A treatment which has proved 
quite successful consists in induc- 
ing a kind of twilight sleep, and 
getting them to talk while they 
are in this condition. It is induced 
by giving a mild anaesthetic, or at 
least an anaesthetic that can ‘be 
controlled as to the amounts of 
its effects. It is pentothal sodium 
and is given in the vein with a 
hypodermic syringe. Just enough 
is given to break down the 
shocked’s man reserve and allow 
him to talk. 
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HE IS LED TO TALK about 
the experience that affected him 
so deeply and when once the flood 
gates are opened he talks freely. 
This has the psychological effect 
of bringing what was in his sub- 
conscious up into experience and 
after he comes out of the anaes- 
thetic he talks it over and over 
with a sympathetic psychiatrist 
who is able to explain the me- 
chanism of his experience, show 
him that they are not abnormal 
or nothing to be ashamed of. The 
treatment unusual as it sounds 
has had a large record of suc- 
cesses, 

This is one of the methods in 
use for the mental rehabilitation 
of war casualties. Of course in 
the field of physical rehabilitation 
of maimed limbs, eyes and ears 
the most scientific and effective 
methods are now in constant use. 

Besides this I am strongly in 
favor of rehabilitation in the way 
of education. These young men 
have had the most fruitful years 
of their lives taken away from 
them—years during which under 
peacetime conditions they would 
be getting a higher education, This 
defect should be corrected. And 
I do not mean entirely vocational 
training, but broad basic cultural 
education. Let us make G.I. Joe 
mean General Information Joe.

DEFENDER must decide 
A early in the play whether he 

should attack or merely stand 
pat. Usually, the makeup of the 
dummy will provide the clew. if 
it has a suit that seems easiiy 
establishable, logic dictates an in 
mediate attack on another suit; if 
that condition does not exist, the 
best plan, as a rule, is to let the 
declarer “open up” all the suits. 
I refer to such a case as this: 

North, dealer. 

- Both sides vulnerable.

This was obviously a case ifn 
which West should have directed 
his efforts toward simple exiting. 
with the idea, not of gaining 
tricks, but of preserving what 
ever tricks would come to East- 
West in the normal course of 
events. Surely there was no point 
in attacking diamonds, with West 
holding the triply-guarded queen 
under dummy’s ace-jack-nine, Nor 
was the subsequent heart attack 
any more logical. West should 
have returned a club; if he had, 
declared would have been forced 
into double-dummy play to avoid 
the loss of two hearts.
